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Killer mum ‘had 
serious Illness’ 
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Still red hot 


A WOMAN accused of stabbing 
her two teenage daughters to 
death as they slept was in the 
grip of a “serious and neurotic 
illness”, a court has heard. 

Psychiatrist Lyle Hamilton told 
Cambridge Crown Court that 41- 
year-old Rekha Kumari-Baker was 
in “an abnormal mood state” before 
she attacked daughters Davina, 16, 
and Jasmine, 13, at her home in 
Stretham in June 2007. 

He said it was “extremely difficult” to 
pinpoint “diagnostic categories” but told 
jurors “we are in deep water psychiatrically”. 

The court has heard that Kumari-Baker 
attacked the two girls after they had gone to 
bed - stabbing Davina 39 times and Jasmine 
29 times with two kitchen knives. 

She is on trial accused of their murder. 
Kumari-Baker is mounting a diminished 
responsibility defence, with lawyers arguing 
that she was suffering from an abnormality 
of mind which would make her guilty of 
manslaughter but not murder. 

Dr Hamilton, who was called to give 
evidence by Kumari-Baker’s legal team, told 
the court: “I think there was an abnormal 
mood state which preceded these events. 

“I think we are talking about a serious 
neurotic illness which includes anxiety and 
depression. 

“I think it is extremely difficult to pinpoint 
precise diagnostic categories with this 
woman.

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‘I wish my daughter were dead’ 
- teacher tells jury of meeting

“I don’t think her men¬ 
tal state could have been 
said to have been nor¬ 
mal.” 

Prosecutors have 
previously suggested that 
Kumari-Baker killed her 
children to “wreak havoc” 
on her ex-husband David 
Baker. 

The prosecution’s psy¬ 
chiatrist told jurors last 
week that Mrs Kumari- 
Baker was not suffering 
from mental illness when 
she stabbed her daugh¬ 
ters to death. 

Dr Neil Hunt, a con¬ 
sultant psychiatrist based 
in Cambridge, assessed 
Kumari-Baker on the day 
she was arrested to det¬ 


ermine whether she was 
fit for police interview. 
He said: “I did not think 
there was evidence of any 
mental illness.” 

The jury heard Kumari- 
Baker told Dr Hunt she 
was on “autopilot” when 
she attacked. 

Dr Hunt said: “She said 
‘this wasn’t supposed to 
happen, I love my girls’.” 

The psychiatrist said 
he made a number of 
checks for signs of mental 
disorder but could find 
none. 

He said Kumari-Baker 
was calm and occasion¬ 
ally tearful during the 
examination and at one 
point was advised by her 
lawyer to be “cautious”. 


Jurors also heard that 
Kumari-Baker told Dr 
Hamilton that “every¬ 
thing was getting on top”. 

He said medical liter¬ 
ature showed that 
women had killed 
children because they 
were “mentally ill” and 
because they were a “ret¬ 
aliatory type”. 

He said Kumari-Baker 
displayed a combination 
of both categories. 

Dr Hamilton added: “It 
seems to me that what 
happened here is a com¬ 
bination of these factors. 

“I think she was in an 
abnormal mental state. I 
think strains in the relat¬ 
ionships with the men - 
key men - in her life gave 
rise probably to the idea 
of some kind of retal¬ 
iation against not just 
them as individuals but 
against men generally” 

He told jurors that he 
interviewed Kumari- 
Baker in prison in June 
2008. 

He said she told him 
of the problems she was 
having in the months 
before she attacked 
Davina and Jasmine. 

Dr Hamilton added: 
“In the early part of 


2007 she felt that she 
was struggling with her 
life and her problems. 

“She had not been 
eating properly, she 
could not keep food 
down. She was sleeping 
erratically, grabbing an 
hour here or there when 
she could. 

“Otherwise she was 
just lying there feeling 
blank.” 

Earlier in the trail, the 
court heard Kumari- 
Baker told Davina “I wish 
you were dead” in front of 
teachers three years 
before she killed her. 

Kumari-Baker made 
the remark during a 
meeting with teachers at 
Impington Village College 
in October 2004. 

Vice-principal Steph¬ 
anie Franklin told a jury 
how she had been shock¬ 
ed when Kumari-Baker 
made the comment to 
her daughter, who had 
been playing truant from 
school. 

She said: “I said to her 
‘You do not mean that - 
that is a really extreme 
thing to say. You are a 
mother’. 

“She said ‘I mean it’. 
She turned to Davina and 


said ‘I wish you were 
dead’.” 

Ms Franklin said she 
was very concerned 
about the “variable” 
behaviour of Kumari- 
Baker. 

The stormy relation¬ 
ship between Kumari- 
Baker and Davina event¬ 
ually led to the sisters 
living with their father. 


The court also heard 
from a former close 
friend of Kumari-Baker, 
who cannot be named for 
legal reasons. 

She told how she rec¬ 
eived a text message from 
the waitress less than 24 
hours before Jasmine and 
Davina were killed, saying 
their friendship was over. 

The trial continues.

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Trio shocked 
in post horror

THREE men suffered 
electric shocks after put¬ 
ting up a rugby post near 
an electricity pylon. 

Emergency services were 
called to the incident at the 
King’s School Ely rugby pitches, 
Angel Drove, at 2.15pm on Tues¬ 
day 

All three were said to be 
suffering from burns to their 
hands and feet but none of their 
injuries were thought to be life- 
threatening. 

The men, who are grounds¬ 
men at the independent school, 
were putting up a white rugby 
post when it made contact with 
the 33k volt electricity cable. 

Two ambulances, two med¬ 
ical response vehicles, the air 
ambulance and police officers 
were called to the sports field. 

The men were taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by land 
ambulance. 

The air ambulance attended 
to help stabilise the patients 
before they were taken to 
hospital. 

There was a fourth man 



working with them at the time 
of the incident but he was not 
injured and was able to call the 
emergency services. 

Speaking at the scene, Sue 
Freestone, principal of the 
King’s School, said: “At this stage 
we do not know exactly what 
happened. 

“What is important is that 
they are all going to be fine and 
have all gone to hospital. 

“The fourth man was unaff¬ 
ected and was able to call for 
help and the emergency serv¬ 
ices were here extremely quick¬ 
ly’’

An East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokeswoman 
confirmed all three men were 
conscious and breathing when 
being transported to hospital. 

She added that they were not 
suffering from life threatening 
conditions. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“It is believed they had been 
putting up a rugby post at the 
time of the incident. 

“It is thought to have been an 
accident and the health and 
safely executive will be called in 
to investigate.”

Another month to go as 
tyre fire keeps burning 


Bid to allow 
travellers on 
town land 

TRAVELLERS could be 
allowed to set up camp on 
vacant land in Soham. 

Plans to allow two trav¬ 
eller families to move on to 
land east of Long Dolver 
Drove have been sub¬ 
mitted to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council.

Littleport tyre lire at Murfitts

A MASSIVE tyre fire which 
has brought misery to resi¬ 
dents and businesses for the 
last four weeks is still burn¬ 
ing -at 700C. 

Villagers are being warned that 
the inferno at tyre recycling plant 
Murfitts, in Littleport, could take 
another month to extinguish fully 

Firefighters have been using a 
range of treatments in an attempt 
to put out the flames, but Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
admitted it was “struggling” to put 
out the blaze, which saw 2,000 
tonnes of tyres go up in flames. 

Emma Cousins, a spokeswoman 
for the service, said: “We cannot 
think of any fire that has been as big 
as this in the UK. 

“There has been one similar in 
America but this is the biggest we 
have ever had to deal with. We are 
trying to put it out section by 
section as there really is nothing 
else that can be done.” 

Littleport came to a standstill on 
August 21, when thick, black smoke 
billowed from the industrial yard 
and residents were urged to keep 
their homes sealed. 


Families told the Weekly News of 
a “living nightmare” as the fire 
service said it would have to let the 
fire burn out - and the village’s 
health centre reported an increase 
in people suffering from smoke- 
related ailments. 

Little Thetford resident John 
Neat, writing in this week’s Letters 
page, said the way the incident had 
been handled was “a shambles” 
and added: “The fire service is 
invisible and there is a lack of 
communication but plenty of buck¬ 
passing. It is not just the smoke that 
has left a bad taste in the mouth.” 

This week firefighters have been 
supervising digger drivers dragging 
out small sections of the fire. 

Once away from the main fire, 
they are dampened using water 
and wetting agents, but only two 
small piles of rubber have been 


fully extinguished. 

Miss Cousins added: “Each time 
the digger removes a pile from the 
fire, the layer of tyres above then 
falls down and the rubber moulds 
together with the heat. That then 
seals the heat in and there are then 
more flames, before it smokes again. 

“In the middle, even though it has 
been burning for so long, it is 
around 700C. 

“It is certainly going to be a long, 
long process.” 

The Health Protection Agency is 
still urging people to stay away from 
the smoke. 

A spokeswoman said: “People 
should do all they can to stay out of 
the smoke. Staying indoors with 
doors and windows closed will 
provide a good level of protection. 

“People should remember that 
smoke is an irritant, so it can make 
your eyes and throat sore.” 

The fire service will be sending 
letters updating residents on the 
situation over the weekend.

City bypass 
really is dead

Weekly News (‘City bypass dead’

Full inquiry on 
vision for fens 

Sir, In your article, ‘Site visit to help 
rule on fen work’ {Weekly News - 
September 10), Giles Hughes, of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, is reported to have said: “I 
must also point out that we are 
looking at these [Reach Lode 
bridge] plans as a specific 
application and not at the Wicken 
Fen Vision as a whole.” 

I have no criticism of Mr Hughes 
but that, actually, is the nub of the 
problem. 

Many people in and close by the 
ancient fen-edge settlements of 
Wicken, Upware, Burwell, Reach, 
Swaffham Prior, Swaffham Bulbeck, 
Lode and Longmeadow, Bottisham, 
Stow-cum-Quy, Fen Ditton, 
Horningsea and Waterbeach have 
expressed opposition to the 
National Trust’s stupid plans to 
turn thousand of acres of fine food- 
producing fen land into a 
waterlogged jungle of brambles, 
elder bushes, ragwort, stinging 
nettles and thistles. But, so far as I 
am aware, the so-called Wicken 
Vision - which the trust’s own 
website states is to cover “around 
56 square kilometres” (by my on¬ 
line calculator 13,837 acres) - has 
never been the subject of a formal 
planning application or a public 
inquiry as a whole. Component 
parts, yes, but never all of it. And 
it’s a scheme that is estimated to 
cost over £100 million! 


We need a formal planning 
application or, better still, a full 
public inquiry, and we need it now 
before the fens are ruined.

Look at facts on 
food production 

Sir, In order to judge the impact of the 
Wicken Fen Vision on agriculture and 
food production, we need to qualify 
Tony Juniper’s statement that “in 
England there are over 22 million 
acres of farmland”. 

The national agricultural statistics for 
2008 show that only about half of this 
is in arable cultivation; the other half 
is permanent grassland, rough 
grazing or moorland which bears no 
comparison with the land in 
question. 

The Ministry of Agriculture land 
quality surveys in the Wicken Fen 
area, carried out in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s as part of a national 
survey, showed that the land was 
predominantly of very high quality 
(Grade 1), capable of producing high 
yields of a wide range of arable and 
horticultural crops. 

Nationally, less than 3 per cent of 
agricultural land is in this category 
and a high proportion of it occurs in 
eastern England. Some of this land 
will have reduced in quality over the 
years due to losses of organic matter 
as a result of cultivation and climate 
change, but it will still be among the 
most productive and versatile land in 
the country. 

When gauging the potential impact 
of wetland creation on this scale on 
our food security, we should do so on 
the basis of a proper appreciation of 
the impact on our land resource, not 
simplistic and potentially misleading 
use of a national statistic.

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Earth banks block 
off lay-by access

A LAY-BY branded a safety risk has 
been officially closed to the public. 

Cambridgeshire County Council has put 
earth mounds in front of the lay-by next to 
Ely High Bridge, near the city’s train station. 
The site, located along Station Road, has also 
been fenced off. 

The closure comes after commuters 
continued to park their vehicles in the lay-by, 
turning it into an unofficial car park. 

Up to 40 drivers were cramming their 
vehicles into the lay-by each day, raising 
fears from residents and councillors about 
the safety of motorists and pedestrians 
passing the area. 

After a month-long consultation, East 
Cambridgeshire’s Traffic Management Area 
Joint Committee decided to close it in July. 

The lay-by was popular with dog walkers, 
boaters, ramblers and fisherman and the 
decision caused uproar among locals, who 
blasted the commuters as “arrogant” for 
taking away their local amenity. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents Stretham on 
East Cambridgeshire District Council, fought 
to keep the lay-by open. 

After hearing the decision to close it, he 
said: “It is a great shame that, as ever, 
another service in the city has been 
sacrificed over health and safety concerns.” 

In addition to the earth mounds, kerbing 
will also be installed around the area to 
prevent unauthorised access. The entrance 
to Cawdle Fen will also see earth banks 
installed but there will be gated access for 
emergency service vehicles. 

John Richards, the county council’s area 
manager for traffic, said: “It is the comm¬ 
uters who have brought all these safety 
issues to a head, with everything from 
forward visibility issues to them turning out 
into the busy road.” 


Road closed after ‘ill’

New volunteer vetting 
scheme to be reviewed 


A NEWmulti- 
million pound 
1 \vetting scheme 
to stop paedophiles 
getting access to 
children in the wake of 
the murders of Soham 
schoolgirls Holly Wells 
and Jessica Chapman 
is to be reviewed. 

Not everyone is in favour 
of the Government’s Vetting 
and Barring Scheme, with 
critics saying it could 
dissuade people from 
volunteering to work with 
children because of the fear 
of “draconian” fines. 

Under the existing plans, 
parents who regularly ferry 
groups of children on behalf 
of sports or social clubs must 
undergo Criminal Record 
Bureau (CRB) checks or face 
fines of up to £5,000. The 
clubs themselves also face a 
£5,000 fine if they use 
volunteers who have not 
been cleared. 

Any activity which 
involves contact with 
children or vulnerable adults 
three times in a one-month 
period, every month, or 
once overnight, is covered by 
the scheme, as do jobs in 
schools, prisons and 
children’s homes. 

Failure to register with the 
Independent Safeguarding 
Authority (ISA), the Home 
Office agency which 
administers the scheme, 
could lead to criminal 
prosecution and a fine. 

A total of 11.3 million 
people are expected to 
register and unlike previous 
lists of barred individuals, 
everyone registered will face 
continuing monitoring. 

The scheme was 
recommended by Sir 
Michael Bichard’s report into 
the Soham murders by 
school caretaker Ian 
Huntley. Huntley was given 
the job despite allegations of 
sex with underage girls in his

past, which were not passed 
on. 

People like Huntley, who 
did not have a criminal 
record, could be barred if 
officials are convinced by 
other “soft intelligence” 
against them. 

Peter Campbell-McBride, 
child protection officer for 
VIVA Youth Theatre group in 
Soham, believes it is better 
that people working with 
children are “over-checked” 
than not properly checked. 

Mr Campbell-McBride, 
who is also a school 
governor and involved with 
the local Scout group, said: “I 
and everyone in the youth 
group has undergone CRB 
checks for around the last 10 
years and I do think they are 
a good thing. 

“To ensure paedophiles 
are not allowed near 
children it is so much better 
to over-check than under¬ 
check. I am all in favour of 
everything that can prevent 
that from happening. 

“I can see this being 
successful providing it is 
followed through correctly 
and does not just end up 
being a pile of paperwork.” 

Richard Hames, county 
commissioner for the Scouts 
in Cambridgeshire, believes 
there has been an “over¬ 
reaction” to the scheme 
from people who may not 
fully understand it. 

He said: “We see it as a 
positive thing to reassure 
parents that their children 
are being supervised by 
adults they know are safe.” 

He said the scheme would 
bring together information 
from several databases. 

“The tragedy in Soham 
was very much due to the 
fact that one police force had 
information on Huntley and 
others did not,” he said. 

Chris Abbott, secretary of 
the Cambridgeshire Cricket 
Association, said the sport 
relied heavily on volunteers. 

He said: “We have got 
approximately 500 to 1,000 
registered under-18 players. 
We support anything that 
looks after children within 
our sport.”

Registration for the 
scheme will cost £64 in 
England and Wales, but 
unpaid volunteers will be 
exempt from the charge. 

A Home Office spokesman 
said “informal” 
arrangements between 
parents to offer lifts to 
children would not be 
covered. 

He said: “The Vetting and 
Barring Scheme does not 
cover personal or family 
relationships, so parents 
making informal 
arrangements to give lifts to 
children will not have to be 
vetted. 

“Set up in the wake of the 
Soham murders, the new 
Vetting and Barring Scheme 
will, from October this year, 
ensure these regulations are 
even more rigorous.” 

Liberal Democrat home 
affairs spokesman Chris 
Huhne said the system was a 
“disproportionate response” 
that may deter volunteers. 

He said: “The worst 
unintended consequence 
would be if it stopped people 
and charities from 
volunteering with children 
because of the fear of 
draconian fines.” 

Critics of the scheme, 


which some estimate will 
cost the public £170 million, 
include children’s authors. 
His Dark Materials writer 
Philip Pullman said the 
database was “corrosive to 
healthy social interaction” 
and pledged to stop visiting 
schools to carry out readings 
in protest. 

But Barnardo’s chief 
executive Martin Narey, 
former director general of 
the Prison Service, said: “If 
the vetting and barring 
scheme stops just one child 
ending up a victim of a 
paedophile, then it will be 
worth it.” 

Child protection minister 
Baroness Morgan of Drefelin 
said the new scheme was 
“common sense”. 

She said: “Ultimately, 
safeguarding children is this 
Government’s priority, and 
we must move forward 
because if we have a repeat 
of events like Soham then I 
think we would quite rightly 
be asked why we didn’t do 
more.” 

Meanwhile, the man who 
led the investigation into the 
Soham murders, Detective 
Chief Superintendent Chris 
Stevenson, has spoken out 
against the scheme. 


He said that “no amount 
of legislation, record keeping 
or checking” could prevent 
future murders of children 
by paedophiles. 

And he accused ministers 
of creating a state of 
paranoia after the deaths of 
Holly Wells and Jessica 
Chapman in 2002. 

Mr Stevenson was last 
weekend ordered to stop 
taking pictures of his 
grandson at a village football 
match. That incident 
compelled him to speak out 
saying efforts to keep 
paedophiles at bay had gone 
too far. His opposition to 
increased checks came as 
the Government ordered a 
review into its controversial 
scheme. 

Writing in The Times 
newspaper on Tuesday, Mr 
Stevenson says: “The fiirore 
that has gripped the nation 
since (Soham) has made us 
all paranoid. Is it in the 
interests of children? 

“Commentators keep 
referring back to Huntley 
and the events in Soham, 
citing this as the cause. 

“I am sure Sir Michael 
Bichard did not intend this 
wave of recrimination over 
one case.”

Man had 
child porn 
on DVDs 


A FORMER Ely man has pleaded 
guilty to possessing more than 
100 filthy images of children. 

Kevin Williams, 26, has admitted hav¬ 
ing 148 indecent images in total, with 42 
at level four - the second highest level for 
content. 

Police discovered the images on a 
number of DVDs after searching Will¬ 
iams’ home in St Martin’s Walk, Ely. 

Described as being “very ill” at the 
time, he told hospital staff about “all the 
feelings he was going through”. Staff then 
reported it to the police. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Williams’ property was searched by 
officers and a number of items were 
seized. 

“Police identified three DVDs in the 
house, all of which had indecent images 
of children on. 

“There were 89 images at level one, 
being the lowest, 16 at level two, one at 
level three and 42 at level four. 

“Given the high number of level four 
images, I would advise this case is dealt 
with at Crown court.”

Appearing at Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday, Williams, now of Chestnut 
Avenue, Eastleigh, Hampshire, pleaded 
guilty to possessing indecent photo- 
graphs/pseudo-photographs of a child 
between March 1, 2006, and February 27, 
2009. 

Lowri Roberts, mitigating, said: “My 
client was very ill during this time and 
told health staff about the feelings he was 
going through. That then led to his house 
being searched. 

“Mr Williams has learning disabilities, 
mental health problems and has had a 
troubled life. 

“Because he was so ill, he has no 
recollection of that period at all.” 

Magistrates committed the case to 
Cambridge Crown Court, where Williams 
will be sentenced. 

He was released on conditional bail to 
sign on at Eastleigh Police Station twice a 
week until his case is dealt with.

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‘Foolish’ drink driver 
banned from the road

A “FOOLISH” footballer has 
been banned from the road 
for giving his friends a lift 
home after drinking. 

Littleport Town player Chris Wil¬ 
son was spotted by police driving 
erratically and overtaking cars in an 
“aggressive manner” on August 23. 

The 22-year-old agreed to take 
some mates home in his Mini 
Cooper - despite having drunk three 
pints of lager. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: 
“Police officers saw Mr Wilson 
driving erratically on Ely Road, 
Littleport. 

“He was forced to accelerate 
sharply when overtaking cars in 
order to complete the manoeuvre.

“Police stopped him and he told 
them he had only had one drink 
earlier that evening.” 

Wilson, of City Road, Littleport, 
failed a roadside breath test and 
gave a reading of 53 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath 
back at Ely police station. 

The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Wilson pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday to 
driving a motor vehicle while above 
the legal alcohol limit. 

But his solicitor, Robert Milson, 
said his friends “persuaded him” 
into making what was “one foolish 


mistake”. 

Mr Milson said: “My client had 
two pints after the game because he 
was not planning on driving home. 

“As the lads continued to talk 
about the game, he had one more 
pint. 

“Friends then persuaded him to 
give them a lift home, which he 
knows he should not have allowed 
them to do. 

“This is one foolish mistake which 
he regrets.” 

The court heard that Wilson, who 
drives both a car and a van, would 
lose his job if he was disqualified. 

But magistrates banned him for 
16 months and fined him £270. 

Sentencing Wilson, presiding 
magistrate Hamish Ross, said: “Fort¬ 


unately, there were no comp¬ 
lications with this incident, other 
than your stupidity. 

“You poured the drink down your 
throat so you need to be man 
enough and face the consequences.” 

Wilson was also ordered to pay 
£85 costs and £15 victim surcharge. 

Dave Cullum, manager of Little¬ 
port Town FC’s first team, confirmed 
Wilson was a player. 

He said: “This is a shame and I am 
surprised. 

“Wilson is one of the most 
sensible team members and was 
always the one to drive and not have 
a drink. 

“But what he does in his own time 
is up to him.”

The town’s 
existing, run-down Scout huts will be 
demolished. 

Peter Campbell-McBride, treasurer of 
the Scout and Guide Hut Fund, said rec¬ 
eiving the official papers made “every¬ 
thing seem real”. 

He said: “We are at that really exciting 
stage now when everything has come 
together and we are looking forward to 
getting started. 

“We have ticked all the boxes in en¬ 
suring the new building will be a better 
and safer place for our Scouts and Guides 
to meet. 

“This building will safeguard the future 
of Scouting in Soham for years." 

The committee, the youngsters them¬ 
selves and their parents have been fund¬ 
raising for the new facility for more than 
two years. 

With everything from fundraising 
barbecues to quizzes, the committee 
gradually started to top up funds to help 
reach its £350,000 target. 

But £220,000 from East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, lottery grants, 
WREN and Section 106 money, meant 
the Scouts were able to start drawing-up 
plans quicker than they expected. 

Desperate to move out of their leaky, 
dilapidated premises on the recreation 
ground, the committee submitted plans 
for a purpose-built building to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council last 
year. 

But the proposals were thrown out 
over concerns about the appearance of 
the hut and the loss of space on the 
recreation ground. 

After months of re-designs and 
meetings with planners, the scheme was 
finally given the thumbs up in July. 

The new facility will boast a large 
central hall for both Scouts and Guides to 
share but there will also be a sliding 
partition to create individual meeting 
areas. 

There will also be kitchens, toilets and 
other meeting points for the groups. 

Mr Campbell-McBride said: “We were 


determined to get our plans passed and 
a few changes meant it worked. 

“The only thing stopping us now is 
the remaining £130,000 but we are 
determined to reach our target and we 
will. 


“There are a few people who have 
said they will make considerable 
donations and we will continue to 
fundraise.” 

Work on the new building is expected 
to start next spring.

Costly call-outs 
to thunder flies 

DESPITE their miniscule size, 
thunder flies are one of the most 
irritating insects around. 

And new figures show the black 
insects are also an irritant to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

Thunder flies cost the service 
more than £11,000 in call-outs last 
year. 

The insects, also known as thrips, 
crawl into smoke detectors, which 
mistake them for smoke particles 
and activate the alarm. 

Martin Brown, fire protection 
supporter officer, said: “The 
problem goes in phases and we had 
a bit of a mad session a few weeks 
ago. It links in with harvesting and 
weather conditions.” 

Mr Brown said the problem 
tended to affect the more semi- 
rural areas. 


Lib Dems ‘playing 
games’ over funds 
for leisure centre 


ELY residents are being 
promised a multi-million 
pound new leisure complex, 
despite claims from Liberal 
Democrat councillors that 
there is a lack of cash to 
fund it. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, is 
assuring residents that one will be 
built to replace the city’s existing 
Paradise Centre 

As part of the Ely Masterplan 
process, councillors hope to build 
a state-of-the-art new leisure 
village on land just off the A10, 
near the Downham Road round¬ 
about. 

At an estimated cost of £15 mill¬ 
ion, the facility could boast swim¬ 
ming pools, gymnasiums, sports 
courts and indoor play areas to 
cater for the whole region. 

The scheme has been in the 
pipeline for some years and has 
received a mixed reaction, with 
some people claiming the complex 
should be built closer to the city 
centre. 

But now East Cambridgeshire 
Liberal Democrats say the district 
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council can no longer afford to 
fund the ambitious project. 

Party members are calling on 
the authority to scrap its existing 
plans and built the new leisure 
village on the site of the present 
Paradise Centre. 

Lib Dem Cllr Pauline Wilson, 
who represents Haddenham ward, 
said: “This project cannot move 
forward because the funding is not 
there - we cannot have what we 
cannot afford. 

“The new leisure complex was 
based on a buoyant housing 
market and a booming economy. 

“But there was no fallback 
position for the difficult economic 
climate that we now find ourselves 
in. 

“We need to review this whole 
idea because it is stagnating - it is 
time to take a serious look at it.” 

The Lib Dems believe if the 
Paradise Centre was knocked 
down to make way for the new 
complex, it would enable people to 
walk, instead of drive, to it and 


protect the viability of the city’s 
shopping area. 

Cllr Wilson added: "Putting the 
new leisure centre on the city 
outskirts will weaken the shopping 
centre which is very fragile at the 
moment.” 

But Cllr Brown said the oppo¬ 
sition party was talking “non¬ 
sense”. He said: “The cost for this 
leisure complex project was never 
going to be from one big hit. 

“Major schemes like this are 
dealt with as a phase development. 

“Once the plans have been 
passed, etcetera, the land will be 
valued as a leisure site and we will 
then go out for funding. 

“We all know we are against 
financial restraints but I owe this 
facility to the district and we will 
get it. 

“As for the Lib Dems’ saying it 
should be on the Paradise Centre 
site, that is ludicrous and they have 
never suggested this once since the 
whole masterplan process started. 

“They are simply playing a 
political game here - residents will 
have this facility and I hope to have 
it open for the Olympic year in 
2012 .”

LITTLEPORT residents forced to 
live opposite “hideous” ex¬ 
council houses for years are 
celebrating new beginnings.

“All members are over the 
moon to see the properties 
knocked down. 

“They were built in 1923 and 
have been derelict for so many 
years, I can’t remember. 

“They really did make the 
village look a bit drab so this is 
great news. 

“Empty properties are also a 
target for crime and anti-social 
behaviour so we are hoping this 


will reduce with this renovation 
work. 

“It is exciting to see such 
changes and to see more 
affordable homes coming into 
the village.” 

Managed by Sanctuary 
Hereward, the new dwellings 
will consist of one bedroom 
flats and two bedroom family 
homes. 

Building work on the new 


properties will start as soon as 
all the demolition work is 
complete. 

Sanctuary Hereward hopes 
to have finished the site by July 
2010. 

The properties will be let 
through the Government’s 
Choice Based Lettings scheme, 
with the first tenants set to 
move in during autumn next 
year.

Store comes to rescue 
with offer of furniture 


THE owner of a new furniture 
store has stepped forward to help 
a disabled toddler get the bed¬ 
room of her dreams. 

Steven Layn, who runs The Home on 
Littleport’s Saxon Business Park, is det¬ 
ermined to help 3-year-old Lucy Johnson. 

Last week, the Weekly News reported 
how the Littleport youngster had been 
denied her dream bedroom after Wit- 
chford-based furniture store, Fenland 
Interiors, closed down without warning. 

Lucy, who suffers with epilepsy and is 
so visually impaired she can only see 
light, was all set to move into her new 
room after her parents spent £800 on 
new furniture at the store. 

Parents Andrew Johnson and Sharon 
Brown spent the money, some of which 
had been donated by a charity, on a 
single pine bed with a heart engraved on 
it, a blanket box with “Toys” stencilled on 
the front and a wardrobe. 

The couple, who have two other child¬ 
ren, even asked for the furniture to be 
painted a buttermilk colour so that it 
would match Lucy’s newly-decorated 
room. 

They have been extending their home, 
in Meadow Court, during the past two 
years to provide Lucy with a bigger 
bedroom and have equipped it with 
specialist hoists as Lucy has serious 
growth impediments, meaning she 
cannot crawl, walk or even support her¬ 
self.

But Lucy currently has to sleep in a cot 
bed in her existing bedroom, which is too 
small, because they have not received the 
furniture they paid for. 

The couple purchased the items in July 
with the agreement that it would be 
ready for them when they got home from 
a holiday. 

But on their return, they discovered the 
furniture store had closed down and the 
couple have been unable to contact its 
owner, David Pettit. 

“Furious and disgusted”, the couple 
have been trying to trace him through 
Grovemere Properties, which owns the 
Lancaster Way Business Park, where 
Fenland Interiors used to operate. 

But a spokeswoman for the park said 
they had been unable to speak to Mr 
Pettit since the store closed its doors late 
last month. 

Mr Layn, who opened The Home in 
July, says he is determined to help Lucy 
and her parents. 

He said: “We feel very strongly about 
the plight the Johnson family find 
themselves in with regards to the failure 
to supply their already paid for furniture. 

“Lucy is not going to go without her 
bedroom furniture, and even if we have 
to give the equivalent amount of furn¬ 
iture to the little girl that is exactly what 
we will do.

Mr Evans told the 
Weekly News: “In the 27 
years we have farmed 
cattle and lived in Hadd- 
enham we have never 
even had a crossed word 
with anyone. 

“To think this has 
happened at an age 
when I am meant to start 
relaxing and taking a bit 
of time out is annoying.

“We woke up at 
around 6.30am on Sun¬ 
day to find the farm 
gates open so knew 
someone had come in. 

“It was then that I saw 
my truck smothered in 
red paint and red blobs 
all over the house. 

“I only painted the 
house a sandy colour last 
year so it is going to be so 
hard to get off. 


“The paint has also 
gone over the window 
frames and roof, as well 
as sinking into the patio 
slabs in the garden so it 
literally is going to cost 
thousands to sort it all 
out.” 

Since the incident, 
dozens of people from 
the village have visited 
the couple to see the 
mess for themselves. 


Mr Evans said: “People 
have been so supportive 
and we would like to 
thank them for that. 

“So many people have 
been round to see us and 
what has happened as 
they know us very well.” 

Police attended the 
scene on Sunday and 
said they had found pot¬ 
ential evidence which is 
now being analysed. 

A Cambridgeshire 
police spokeswoman 
added: “We are invest¬ 
igating an incident of 
criminal damage at a 
farm on Sutton Road, 
Haddenham. 

“Between 10.30pm on 
Saturday and 6am on 
Monday, paint was 
thrown over a house and 
car. 

“This was a mindless 
act which has left the 
victim shocked and dis¬ 
tressed.” 

Anyone with any in¬ 
formation should con¬

A “CRISIS” in public funding will 
create a £113 million black hole in 
Cambridgeshire County Council's 
finances. 

Staff have been told jobs cannot be 
guaranteed while voters will be asked what 
they want council cash to be spent on in 
years to come. 

Bosses at the council say it is the worst 
cash crisis “since the Second World War” and 
tough choices about services will have to be 
made. The crisis stems from the huge 
amount of public debt incurred by the 
Government when it bailed out the banks. 

Finance chiefs at the council are pre¬ 
dicting it will be £113 million worse off in five 
years’ time - that’s a cut in spending power 
of 35 per cent. And with people living longer 
and the county’s population growing, coun¬ 
cillors say they are going to have to 
“completely re-think” the way services are 
delivered. 

Council bosses say they are looking for 
“innovative” and “creative” solutions but 
admitted the announcement was greeted 
with “nervousness” by staff. 

Chief executive Mark Lloyd said he told 
workers: “As much as I wish I could guar¬ 
antee that there will not be changes to the 
size and shape of the organisation, I can’t. 
But throughout the process, I will act with 
respect, with fairness and equity.” 

No decisions have been made and council 
leader Cllr Jill Tuck said she wants to hear 
what the public wants rather than politicians 
dictating how money should be spent. 

The council, which includes transport and 
social care among its responsibilities, plans 
to work with other bodies such as district 
and city councils, the health service and 
police to work out how to deliver services 
more efficiently and reduce duplication. An 
initiative called Making Cambridgeshire 
Count will be launched to tackle the issue. 

Cllr Tuck said: “If you get a real problem, 
people pull together. It’s the voluntary sector 
we have got to be looking at. There is a lot 
more capacity there. They are good at what 
they do and we’ve got to make sure we 
support them.” 

She added: “When you get these kind of 
figures, it’s very concerning.” 

Finance bosses predicted the massive 
shortfall after looking at analysis of the 
Government’s budget and factoring in 
population changes, inflation and existing 
commitments. 

The calculations assume council tax 
would be frozen. If it rose 2.5 per cent, the 
councfi’s spending power would still be 
reduced by 29 per cent. 

Public consultation is expected to take 
place in December.

Staff back postal strike, says union 


POSTAL workers joined 
a strike in force, accord¬ 
ing to a trade union. 

A 24-hour stoppage 
by workers at Cam¬ 
bridge’s Henley Road 
delivery office, Ely’s 
delivery office and in 
Soham, Haddenham 
and Isleham, ended at 
midnight on Tuesday.

going to work.” 

The CWU says Royal 
Mail wants to cut 43 
jobs in Cambridge and 
17 in Ely, leading to later 
deliveries. Postmen will 
also be ordered to walk 
at 4mph. 

Asked if there would 
be further stoppages, 
Mr Butts said: “It is hard 
to say. It will be deter¬ 


mined at national level. 
We are being balloted 
for a national stoppage 
now.” 

Royal Mail says it is 
“getting on with mod¬ 
ernisation in an entirely 
fair and reasonable way 
which is completely in 
line with our existing 
agreement with the 
union on flexible work¬ 
ing practices”.

Try your hand at 
growing late crops 


Y ou may still be reaping 
the rewards of all your 
hard work on the 
allotment or vegetable 
patch this year, but don’t 
down tools just yet as there 
are winter crops which can 
be planted in autumn to fill 
the gaps. 

Not only will new crops keep the 
soil covered over winter and help 
to suppress weeds, you’ll have a 
bonus crop of quick-maturing 
vegetables before the winter 
closes in - while some are hardy 
enough to keep harvesting 
through until early spring. 

Others will get a head-start on 
spring-sown crops and should 
be ready several weeks early. 
Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled a number of 
veg including onions, peas, 
beans and winter salads to see 
how they would fare planted in 
the autumn. 

The trial, featured in the 
September edition of the 
magazine, found that garlic is a 
crop worth starting in autumn 
unless you’ve got cold, wet soil - 
in which case, wait until 
February. 

Buy or order the bulbs now, but 
wait until November before 
planting them. Split the bulbs 
into individual cloves just before 
planting, about 15cm apart. Ease 
them into the soil, and make 
sure their tops are hidden or the 
birds may take them. 

They should produce plants 
about 15cm tall before winter, 
which will be tough enough to

survive the season, and you 
should be harvesting them by 
luly. The garlic variety ‘Solent 
Wight’ was best in the 
magazine’s last trial. 

You can also plant onions in the 
autumn, spacing the sets 10cm 
apart in rows 30cm apart during 
October or November. These will 
overwinter like the garlic and 
should be dried off and ready to 
harvest in mid-luly, a couple of 
weeks before spring-planted 
onions. Try the varieties 
‘Electric’ and ‘Radar’. 

Peas and broad beans can also 
be sown in October and 
November, provided you choose 
a sunny, sheltered spot. Sow 
broad beans in double rows with 
20cm between plants each way, 
to make it easy to support the 
plants in spring, by running 
string round the outside tied to 
posts at the corners. 

With peas, dig out out a shallow 
trench 3-4cm deep and at least 
15 cm wide. 

Scatter seeds roughly 5cm apart 
each way. The plants should 
reach 15-20cm tall before they 
stop growing in mid-winter. 

The traditional broad bean 
‘Aquadulce Claudia’ is a safe bet, 


but the small-podded ‘Stereo’ is 
also worth trying. 

If you want salad all winter, go 
for the winter-hardy varieties. 
While you can sow them straight 
into the ground, you may have 
better results sowing them in 
modular trays or small pots 
inside this month to protect 
them from slugs and snails, and 
then plant them out in October 
and November. 

Cover the plants with 
horticultural fleece to stop the 
pigeons feasting on them, and 
provide protection from hard 
frosts. 

In 2008, Which? Gardening 
trialled a variety of winter salads, 
and most of them provided 
pickings of leaves from January 
to April. 

Pick individual leaves or cut 
whole plants as soon as they are 
large enough until they start to 
bolt in spring. 

Reliable varieties of hardy lettuce 
include the cos ‘Winter Density’ 
and the butterhead type ‘Valdor’. 
If you have seed left over from 
spring you may want to have a 
go and see what comes up. 

You may have success if you 
make September sowings of 
carrots, beetroot, radish, turnip 
and kohl rabi, spinach and leaf 
beet. 

Reliable types include the carrot 
‘Early Nantes’, lettuce ‘Little 
Gem’ or ‘Salad Bowl’ and 
beetroot ‘Boltardy’. Success will 
depend on the weather. 

Give the area a good soaking 
several days before you sow, 
especially if the weather’s been 
hot and dry. 

Aim to harvest before the first 
severe frosts, or cover the crops 
with fleece to extend the season.

Better known as lilyturf, this late- 
flowering evergreen looks a bit 
like a giant grape hyacinth, with 
its narrow, strap-shaped 
evergreen leaves and spikes of 
knobbly lilac flowers which 
bloom from September to 
November. 

It makes good ground-cover 
under shrubs or can be used as 
edging in the herbaceous border, 
but it is invasive so watch where 
you plant it and limit its spread 
by lifting and dividing the 
clumps every few years. 

The most common type is L 
muscari, which grows to around 
30cm. 

Most varieties are mauve or 
violet, but you can get the white 
variety‘Monroe White’ and 
another with gold-splashed 
leaves, ‘John Burch’. 

The plants will thrive in sun or 
light shade in any lime-free 
garden soil.

Volvo gets radical 
for Frankfurt Show 



The new Volvo C30 SportsCoupe: Can stand tall among the world’s motoring 
marvels. 


EVERY major motoring 
exhibition has one: the show- 
stopper, the set of wheels that 
wows the watching crowds. 

And with the focus now on 
Germany’s Frankfurt Motor Show, 
the September 17-27 event’s scene- 
stealer could be... a Volvo. 

And not even a new-model 
Volvo, at that. 

Yes, Volvo - solid, reliable, always 
safe - could stand tall among the 
world’s latest motoring marvels 
with its radical new take on the 
C30 SportsCoupe. 

It’s an update, yes, but a highly 
important one. 

The once-staid Swedish marque 
is moving slowly, but surely, away 
from all-block, no-shock design 
towards more exotic styling, and 
the latest SportsCoupe is destined 
to be a major part of that 
evolution. 

The original C30 raised quite a 
stir at its launch three years ago, 
but some media pundits saw it as 
the yawn, rather than the dawn, of 
a new era for the firm. 

This new SportsCoupe will go a 
long way to changing that 
perception, especially with some 
C30s gaining impeccable eco- 
credentials as well as a vital new 
nose job. 

Indeed, Volvo has high hopes for 
the new C30 - the Frankfurt show 
is the launch platform, for it goes 


into production in less than eight 
weeks, in November. 

British buyers will be able to get 
their hands on one very early next 
year, although the volatile sales 
market will probably mean prices 
will stay under wraps until the last 
possible moment. They shouldn’t 
stray too far, though, from the 
current £15,000-£22,000 bracket. 

It’s the C30’s front end that 
carries the full weight of Volvo’s 
changes - it has been redesigned 
to create a more distinctive 
personality, while 
bringing it into 
familial line with the 
firm’s S60 Concept 
car and recently- 
announced new C70. 

Engines will see 
current petrol and 
diesel units 

continue, with the 
all-important DRIVe, 
or eco-friendly, 1.6- 
litre diesels 

earmarked for extra 
promotion. 

Citroen, mean¬ 
while, will be looking 
for a share of the 


Frankfurt limelight with some 
creative car styling. 

Although it is keeping all details 
under wraps, the firm’s stand will 
no doubt include the DS3 
hatchback production version. 
This is due out early in 2010, and 
was first announced back in the 
spring. 

The French car giant will likely 
promote its latest emissions-free 
electric car, too, and one or two 
other makers should wade in with 
some small, but beautiful, battery- 
powered machines. 

One of them will certainly be 
Reva - its showcar is the cute NXG, 
a sporty two-seater that comes 
with a removable roof. 

The firm will also be taking 
orders for its NXR, a three-door 
four-seater that goes into 
production early in 2010. 

The Revas are purely for urban 
use, but the firm sees a big future 
for them and will be churning out 
30,000 annually at a new ultra-low 
carbon vehicle-assembly plant in 
Bangalore, India. At the time of 
going to press, Reva is selling, or 
being test-marketed, in 24 
countries worldwide.

SOME 13.8 million (41 per 
cent) British motorists say 
that they often struggle to 
remember their car’s MOT 
expiry date, according to a 
survey from Kwik-Fit.

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New car sales rise 

Mini and supermini sectors are August best-sellers 


NEW car sales have 
risen for the second 
successive month as 
the Government’s 
“cash for bangers” 
car- scr app age 
continues to boost 
the motor industry. 

A total of 67,006 new 
cars were registered in 
August 2009, a 6.0 per 
cent increase on the 
August 2008 total, the 
Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) said. 

SMMT chief executive 
Paul Everitt added: 
“This is welcome news 
for the UK motor 
industry. 

“The scrappage 
incentive scheme is 
having a positive impact 
but with consumer and 
business confidence still 
fragile, there remain 
significant risks ahead. 


It is essential that these 
early signs of recovery 
are sustained into 2010.” 

The August figure 
follows a 2.4 per cent 
rise in sales in July 2009, 
which was the first time 
there had been a year- 
on-year increase for 15 
months. 

But despite the 
encouraging summer 
figures, new car sales 
are still down 21.5 per 
cent for the first eight 
months of 2009 
compared with the 
lanuary-August 2008 
total. 

Also, the 2009 total 
was still more than 
10,500 below the August 
2007 figure and 15 per 
cent off the August 
average for the period 
1999-2008. 

The mini and 
supermini sector again 
did well last month, 


while private sales 
increased by 50.5 per 
cent, albeit on a weak 
August 2008. 

The SMMT attributed 
the rise in private sales 
to the car-scrappage 
scheme which was 
introduced in May and 
which has, first, halted 
the rate of decline in 
sales and, secondly, 
taken sales into positive 
territory again. 

However, August 
traditionally accounts 
for only 3.3 per cent of 
the total year’s sales and 
the big test will come 
when the figures for 
September, one of the 
two new number-plate 
months, are announced 
in a month’s time.

It’s crucial to keep

THE recession is leading to a 
de-skilling of the UK workforce, 
with many people worried they 
have lost up to two years of 
their career development, 
according to a new report. 

A study by international 
development charity VSO of 
more than 1,000 adults showed 
half were affected by pay cuts, 
slashed training budgets and 
stalled promotions. 

One in six of those surveyed 
said they believed they had 
lost between one and two 
years’ development time 


because of the recession and 
many said they were “stagnat¬ 
ing” professionally. 

Almost two out of five work¬ 
ers were questioning their 
vocation as a result of the 
recession, said VSO. 

Judith Brodie, VSO’s UK 
director urged public and pri¬ 
vate sector employers to con¬ 
sider offering staff sabbaticals. 

“Maintaining a skilled and 
motivated workforce is tough 
during the recession. However, 
companies must not neglect 
staff development. 


“Investing in a good work¬ 
force is central to surviving the 
recession and will accelerate 
recovery post-recession. 

“Employers must think 
strategically and look to com¬ 
panies such as VSO for creative, 
cost-effective development 
opportunities. Not only will 
placements challenge, moti¬ 
vate and reinvigorate, their 
skills can make a dent on glob¬ 
al poverty and even save lives.” 

The research was published 
as VSO launched its autumn 
recruitment drive, with the 


charity needing to sign up 330 
volunteers with health, educa¬ 
tion, business, communications 
and advocacy backgrounds. 

Inquiries to VSO have dou¬ 
bled in the last six months, 
although this hasn’t resulted in 
an increase in applications, 
especially from the health and 
education sectors. 

VSO projects run from two- 
week secondments to two-year 
placements and include a 
range of skilled roles including 
nurses and primary teachers.
